The Priest, on entering the sick room with the Most H0I7 
Sacraiuent, says : 

F". Peace be to this house. 

B. And to all who dwell therein. 

Then placing the Holy Sacrament on the corporal, he adores 
npon his knees, all present doint^ likewise; after which he 
takes holy water, and spriuklee the sick person and the rooip, 
Baying :

INDULGENCES. 



I. What an Indulgence is. 

By an Indulgence is meant the remission of the 
temporal punishmejU due to us on account of our 
sins. Every sin, however grievous, is remitted 
through the sacrament of penance, or by an act of 
perfect contrition, as regards its guilt and the eternal 
punishment due to it. But the debt of temporal 
punishment is not always remitted at the same 
time. This latter is done away with by deep peni- 
tence, or by works of satisfaction, e.g, prayers, alms, 
fasting, <£;c. ; or by the patient endurance of troubles 
and adversities sent ns by God, die. ; or by tho 
satisfaction of our Lord Jesus Christ and the saints, 
applied to us through Indulgences by those who 
have the power to apply them. 

And although, in order to escape this temporal 
punishment, we must not rely on Indulgences alone, 
to the neglect of good works ; yet because, at the 
best, our own good works are very imperfect, and 
the debt of punishment due by us very great, we 
ought to endeavour, as frequently as possible, to 
avail ourselves of the benefits of Indulgences. 

Indulgences are of two kinds : — 1st, A plenary 
Indulgence, when duly gained, is a full and entire 
remission of all the temporal punishment due to sin. 
The eight Indulgences granted to the faithful in 
England, at the principal festivals in the year, are 

flenary Indulgences. A jubilee is also a plenary 
ndnlgence occasionally granted by the Pope to the 
whole Church, in the most ample maiXkiist^ ^scl^^SS^^v 
the greatest solemnity. Theie «te Ta».Tc^j ^^'^^'^^ 
plenary Indalgencea granted to \ w:\oma ^ci^^^^vsfc»- 
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2iid, A partial or limited Indulgence, as of ten yeara . 
or a hundred days, <bc., remits as much of the tem- 
poral punishment as would have been remitted by 
ten years, or a hundred days, <£;c., of the canonical 
penances formerly imposed on public penitents. 

II. What is required for obtaining an Indulgence. 

1. A Plenary Indulgence ; to approach to the 
sacraments of penance and the Holy JBucharist ; to 
perform the special work to which the Indulgence is 
attached. Most plenary Indulgences have attached 
to them as a condition that we are to pray for the 
intention of the Holy Father. For this purpose, we 
may say a litany, a portion of the rosary, Jesus 
psalter, or five Paters and five Aves. One com- 
munion suifices for several Indulgences, if they can 
be gained on the same day. 

2. Partial Indulgence .* To be in a state of grace : 
to perform the work to which the Indulgence is at- 
tached. 

N.B. — ^Power is generally siven to confessors to 
change the works for some others, in the case of the 
sick, or persons who are confined, and who cannot 
therefore fulfil some of the conditions, such as fast- 
ing, or visiting certain churches. 

III. The disposal of our Indulgences. 
We may apply our Indulgences to ourselves, or we 
may in many cases apply them to the relief of tiie holy 
souls in purgatory. Those who embrace "The Heroic 
Act of Charity," by which they renounce for them- 
selves and apply to the relief of the holy souls the 
merits of all their good works, have the privilege of 
likewise being able to apply to them all the Indiil- 
genoes they gain. Tlven ii o\a davvition doesnot lead 
us to follow this, •wem\xat\>ft Taa&\i<»it^si5L\iS!r^«.to 
forget the holy suffeiing EOxxXa. 
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DEVOTIONS FOR THE SICK. 

If you are attacked by any serious 
illness, let your first care be to send 
for your spiritual physician, and set- 
tle the state of your soul. This is 
much better done in the beginning 
of sickness than afterwards, when the 
strength of fever, or the nature of 
the remedies, may render a person 
absolutely unfit for so great a work. 
Sickness is often sent for a punish- 
ment of sin, and therefore a sincere 
repentance and confession of sin are 
often a more effectual means of reco- 
very than any other. 

2. If you have not already made 
your Will, as in prudence^ you 
ought, let this also be done in the 
beginning of your sickneaa \ tW^^^^ 
baving settled your texii^ot^ ^^^^^^^^ 
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you may apply your soul without 
disturbance to the spiritual. 

3. Engage your best friends to 
give you timely notice if your ill- 
ness be dangerous ; and not to flatter 
you with hopes of life, when there 
are little or no grounds for hope. 
Make the best you can of that time 
which, perhaps, is to be your last. 
Admit but of few visits, nor of any 
discourse but such as may be for 
your soul's profit. 

4. Take proper care for the dis- 
charge of your debts, and all other 
obligations incumbent upon you ; and 
this as much as may be in the be- 
ginning also of your sickness. For- 
give all those who have in any way 
injured you, and ask pardon of those 
whom you have injured. 

5. Receive your sickness from the 
hand of God, with a perfect resigna- 

tiou to Lis holy ViW, ^.^ ^ ^^^.^^ Y^xx.- 
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ishment of your offences ; frequently 
offer yourself up to him, and beg 
that he will give you patience, and 
sanctify your sufferings, and that he 
will accept of all your pains and un- 
easiness, in union with the sufferings 
of your Saviour Jesus Christ, in re- 
duction of the punishment due to 
y^our sins. 

6. Often pi'ocure some friends to 
read to you such prayers as are most 
a,ffecting and proper for your present 
condition, especially the Penitential 
Psalms, the Litanies, Acts of the 
Love of God, of Patience and Resig- 
Qation, i&c. 

7. Have the crucifix, or a picture 
Df Christ crucified, always before 
y^our eyes : think often upon his 
Passion, hide yourself in spirit in his 
wounds, and embrace his feet with 
ill the affection of your soul. 

8. Aim, as mucli aB ^ow ^'^^x^^ ^ ^ 
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penitential spirit during yo\ir sick* 
ness ; often cry to God for mercy, 
and make frequent Acts of Contrition 
for your sins. St. Augustine used 
to say, that no Christian, however 
innocent his life might have been, 
ought to venture to die in any other 
state than that of a penitent. 

A Prayer proper to be daily repeated in time 

of Sickness, 

Lord Jesus Christ, behold I re- 
ceive this sickness, with which thou 
art pleased to visit me, as coming 
from thy fatherly hand. It is thy 
will it should be thus with me, ana 
therefore I submit : thy will be done 
on earth, as it is in heaven. May 
this sickness be to the honour of thy 
holy name, and for the good of my 
soul. For this end, I here offer my- 
£/elf with an entire submission to all 
thine appointments, to ^>oSst ^Wt- 
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ever thou pleasest, as long as tliou 
pleasest, and in what manner thou 
pleasest ; for I am thy creature, 
Lord, who have most ungratefully 
offended thee ; and since my sins 
have a long time cried aloud to 
heaven for justice, why should I 
now complain if I feel thy hand 
upon me ? 

But rebuke me not, O Lord, in 
thy fury, nor chastise me in thy 
wrath; but have regard to m)'' 
weakness. Thou knowest how frail 
I am ; that I am nothing but dust 
and ashes. Deal not with me, there- 
fore, according to my sins, neither 
punish me according to mine ini- 
quities ; but, according to the mul- 
titude of thy most tender mercies, 
have compassion on me.

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tion of receiving it at the approach of death, 
that the Church dispenses with her rule in 
behalf of those who are dangerously sick, and 
allows them to communicate after having 
broken their fast. The sick person will, 
therefore, use his best endeavour to make a 
worthy preparation for this blessed Sacra- 
ment. 

A Short Exercise in preparation for the holy 
Viaticum, and which may be used every day,

PREPARATION FOE THE SACRAMENT 
OF EXTREME UNCTION. 

Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ, in his 
tender solicitude for those whom he has re- 
deemed by hia Precious Blood, has been 
pleased to institute another sacrament to 
help ua at that most important hour on 
which eternity depends, the hour of death.

and if he be in sins, they shall be forgiven 
him." — V. 14, 15. These words show tlie 
great and salutary graces bestowed by this 
sacrament.

Thou hast mercifully provided 
remedies, Lord, for all our neces- 
sities ; grant me thy grace so to 
make use of them, that my soul may 
receive all those good effects which 
thou hast appointed in their institu- 
tion.
